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This is a decision on the papers styled "Petition Requesting A 
Grant Of The Original Filing Date Under 37 CFR 1.182," filed on 
June 18, 2002 (Certificate of Mailing Date: June 10, 2002), which 
is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.53, requesting that 
the above-identified application be accorded a filing date of 
November 7., 2001, including page 39 of the specification. 

The application was filed on November 7, 2001. However, on April 
Id, 2002, the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) mailed 
a "Notice To File Missing Parts Of Nonprovisional Application" 
that stated the application had been accorded a filing date, but 
page 39 of the specification appears to have been omitted.
